Washington, November 22.—Five wit- 
nesses were heard today in the trial of 


" Mrs. Lola Ida Bonine for the murder of 


James §. Ayres, Jr. Four of these wit- 
nesses were police officers who had gone 
to Ayres’ room after the discovery of 
the body by employees of the Kenmore 
hotel, and the fifth was W. W. Warfield, 
who was proprietor of the hotel at the 
time of the tragedy. The policemen tes- 
tified as to details of the wounds, position 
of the body’ and arrangement of the body 
in the room. Mr. Warfield’s testimony 
was very brief. In response to a ques- 
tion by Attorney Fulton, of Mrs. Bonine’s 
counsel, he said that Mrs. Bonine had 
made arrangements to leave the hotel be- 
fore the tragedy occurred, but both ques- 
tion and answer subsequently were ruled 
out. It is understood to be the intention 
of the defense to recall Mr. Warfield 
later for the purpose of eliciting informa- 
tion from him upon this and other points 
in Mrs. Bonine’s behalf.

The head lay across 
one of the rounds of a rocking chair, and 
the only clothing on the body was a light 
undershirt. The shirt was open at the 
neck and the upper portion of it was 
covered with blood. There was s#dme 
blood on the left sleeve of the garngnt. 
‘The hands and feet also were bloody, the 
latter looking as if he had stepped in the 
blood, which was on the floor in copéid- 
erable quantity. Three wounds were 
found upon the body, one being in the 
breast, another in the arm and the thiré 
In the thigh.

The meeting of the chamber of depu- 
ties today was marked by a series of 
violent altercations. 

At noon it was announced that the ob- 
ligation of the government to. preserve 
order prevented the ministers from at- 
tending the chamber of deputies today, 
but. that they would: attend tomorrow 
and ask for a vote of confifence. In the 
absence of a quorum the chamber ad- 
journed. : 

In the course of the afternoon.the.crow- . 
ing crowds and the: incréasing excite- 
ment heralded the hour fixed for the 
funeral of th® victims of the riots. The 
bulk of the troops were confined to bar- 
racks. The shops along the route were 
closed by police orders. 

At 6 o'clock the cortege left the cathe- 
drai for the cemetery, dense crowds fol- 
lowing. The seven coffins covered with 
white flags were preceded by sfudents 
carrying a black banner. The procession 
halted for some minutes before the pal- 
ace, but no cries were raised. The popu- 
lace going to and returning from the cem- 
etery retained a silent and restrained de- 
meanor. 

At the cemetery M. Levidis delivered an 
oration. in the course of which he at- 
tacked the government and declared that 
the people ought to erect a mausoleum 
over the “victims of duty and patriot- 
ism.”’ 

The city resumed its normal aspect as 
the evening wore on. The students, how- 
ever. still remain in possession of the 
university. The rector. at the head of 
thirty professors, endeavored to persuade 
them to retire. but thev declined to com- 
ply unless given guarantees that no le- 
gal proceedings would be taken against 
them. that the translators of the gos- 
pels would be excommunicated and that 
the university would not be occupied by 


troops. 

The resignation of the metropo%fan of 
Athens, Procopious Oeconimidis, was very 
dramatic. .The minister of public wor- 
ship. M. Stais, visited him during the 
night. and told him that the king and the 
government desired him to resign. At 
first the metropolitan refused. He was 
then asked to see the premier, M. Theot- 
okis. after which all three went to the 
palace at 1 o’clock in the morning. As 
a result of the interview with King 
George the metropolitan signed his resig- 
nation, weeping and brokenhearted. 

M. Theotokis had a narrow escape when 
his life was attempted. He displayed 
the. greatest courage and forbade his 
friends to fire on his assailants. The en- 
trance gates at his residence bear the 
marks of séven bullets. 

It is said that the premier offered to 
resign Thursday night, but that the king 
dissuaded him from doing so. 

A strong military guard will be sta- 
tioned in the vicinity of the chamber to- 
morrow, and great precautions will be 
taken to prevent attempts on the lives 


of the ministers. 


BOTH FRIENDS OF THE SOUTH. 


So Senator McLaurin Says of Mc- 
Kinley and Lincoln. 

New York, November 22.—Russell Sage 
and Miss Anna M. Gould were honored 
guests at the seyenth annual banquet 
of the Society of Mayflower Descendants 
at Delmonicd’s last night. 

Senator McLaurin, of South Carolina, 
one of the principal speakers, seid: 

“There are only two men of our his- 
tory who fully understood the south— 
Lincoln and McKinley.. If Lincoln had 
lived there would have been an end to 
carpetbagism among us, and if McKinley 
had lived he would have reunited the 
discordant sections of the south, for 
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with .Genera! Alban, returged to that 
place at 3 p. m. yesterday, and General 
Alban and fifty soldiers arrived there on 
board the gunboat Boyaca at 7 p. m. The 
liberals here assert that General Lorenzo 
attacked Genéral Aiban’s force after it 
had landed at Chaco, near Chorrera, and 
defeated it,. only General Alban and a 
few of his troops escaping. 

It is also claimed by the liberals that 
another division of General Alban's army | 
was routed by General Luego, when 400 
of Alban’s troops jointed the liberals’ 
ranks. The liberals at Colon are jubilant 
and assert that they empect General 
Luego to arrive at Colon momentarily. 

Further details of the later decisive 
fighting are expected at Panama at any 
moment 

Senor Esperella, counsel for the Pan- 
ama rallroad, who was appointed pro- 
visional prefect by the liberals yesterday, 
has declined the office, and Dr. Campillo 
has been appointed prefect in his place. 

Senor Salaz has accepted the appoint- 
ment as mayor, which was offered to Dr. 
Valverde. 

5 p. m.—The latest news here is to the 
effect that the liberal general, Luego, has 
arrived at Empire Station, distant 12 
miles from Panama, with a force said to 
number 1,000 men. The liberals are gain- 
ing and arming many _ recruits: along 
the entire length of the railroad and 
now control the line up to within a point 
2 miles from Panama. An attack on that 
city is expected momentarily and much 
uneasiness is felt there. The liberal 
leader, Domingo Diaz, is expected shortly 
to. arrive at Colon. 

It is rumored here that Buena Ventura, 
a Colombian port on the Pacific coast, 
about 400 miles south of Panama, has 
been taken by the liberals. 

Marines from the gunboat Machias sti]! 
guard the station and property of the 
railroad here. The bdattle ship Iowa will 
land forces at Panama when the neces- 
ity arises. 

The liberals here have already given 
notice that the ad valorem duty on goods 
disembarked, at £olon will henceforth be 
10 per cent, not 20 per cent, as formerly. 
All) the stores in Colon are open today 
and business has been resumed. 

Transit across the isthmus is stil! free 
end utiinterrupted. 

United States To Keep Order. 

Washington, November 22.—The answer 
of the Colombian government to the rep- 
resentations of Consul General Gudger -to 
the effect that the government was una- 
ble to guarantee the integrity of the rail- 
way communication across. the isthmus 
was purposely developed, in order to 
make perfectly plain the fact that the 
United States was thoroughly justified in 
landing its forces at Colon. With this 
formal acknowledgement from the Co- 
lombian government of its inability to 
maintain communication, it becomes, it 
is said, not the privilege, but the duty. of 
the United States, under the treaty of 
New Granada, to guarantee that commu- 
nication, even though the use of force is 
necessary. It is not intended to inter- 
fere between factions, conservative or 
liberal, unless a faction places itself in 
the position of obstructing the purpose 
of the United States to keep the Panama 
railroad open to free traffic. 


Fear Colon Will Be Destroyed. 

New York, November 22.—Officers of the 
Panama Steamship Railroad Company 
fear that if General Alban, after the fight 
at Chorrera, attempts to retake Colon 
the place is likely to be burned. and prop- 
erty worth millions destroyed. They say 
that during the insurrection of twelve 
years ago the liberals and conservatives 
had a fight at Colon and a8 a result of the 
conflict the place was burned. 

On that occasion Captain McCalla, then 
commanding the United States warship at 
Colon, was asked to land his marines to 
protect the propérty of Americans. He 
promised to do so after his men had 
breakfasted on shipboard, but while they 
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arrest at Caracas.of a number of par- 
tisans of Ramon Guerra, among them 
being Montauban, who claims to Be a 
French oitizen. The arrests have caised 
a great sensation. 

Joachim Garido succeeds Ramon Guerra 
as minister of war. 

Resolved To Overthrow Castro. 

Willemstad, Island of Curacao, Novem- 
ber 22, via Haytien cable.—The arrest at 
Puerto Cabello of Ramcn Guerra, the 
Venezuelan minister of war, who was 


vice president of the republic, is reported 
here to have caused great excitement 
throughout Venezu2la. 

President Castro has cabled his repre- 
sentatives here saying the present revo- 
lutionary movement, which is beginning 
to be calied the Matos revolution, nas 
been frustrated. The truth of his state- 
ment ts denied here, where it is sald 
this revolution has not yet begun. 

A steamer alleged to have on board 

5,000,.0 cartridges and 15,600 Mauser riftes, 
déstined for the use of Venezuelan rev- 
olutionists, is expected to arrive in the 
West Indies about the middle of De- 
cember. The representatives of the rev- 
olutionary movement now here say the 
revolt will start after these arms and 
ammunition are avaslable and that the 
movement will receive the active wor pas- 
Sive cooperation of large numbers of 
Venezuelans, who. they say, are becoming 
tired of the existing etate of affairs 
in VYenézucla whioh is characterized by 
General Castro’s political opponents as 
the “‘state of anarchy and persecution 
created by the Castro government.”’ 
. Frem recent reports recefVed here it 
appears that a. number of inoffensive 
traders and citizens, incapable of start- 
ing a revolution, have been arrested in 
Venezuela at the government's orders. 
It is further said that these politica! 
prisoners are to be held as hostages for 
& premeditated forced loan by the gov- 
ernment. 


Willemstad, on the Dutch island of 
Curacao, is 40 miles in a direct line from 
the Venezuelan codst and twelve or four- 
teen hours’ steaming from the Venezuelan 
ports of La Guarra, Puerto Cabello and 
Maracaibo. It has fer years pust been 
one of the seats of operation for revo- 
lutionary movements against the estab- 
lished authority of Venezuela, its geo- 
graphical position and the fact that it is 
foreign territory making it valuable in 
this connection. It is today one of the 
headquarters of the nationalist or revo- 
lutionary movement against President 
Castro and a refuge for Castro's political 
enemics. Notwithstanding the efforts of 
the Venezuelan government to the con- 
trary, communication is maintained te- 
tween Willemstad and the naticnalists in 
Venezuela.

Roosevelt Fears the Camera. 
Before passing, it may be remarked 
that the president is developing a hor- 
ror of the camera like unto that he is 
supposed to entertain for a coward. Cam- 


eras are not exactly excluded from the 
lawn in front of the white house, but 
they are not wanted. There is an ab- 
solute prohibition against taking them to 
that part of the grounds lying south of 
the presidential residence, which is a 
fine velevty lawn on which the landscape 
gardener has been able to do some effect- 
ive work. That part of the grounds is 
sacred—exclusively for the use of Roose- 
velt’s children. All the youngsters have 
been brought up to belleve that the pic- 
ture-maker is a bad man, and to avoid 
him as a duty. They are strong believere 
in duty and pictures made of the young- 
sters are genuine snapshots. 

Policemen on duty around the white 
house are no longer permitted to tell 
when the president and Mrs. Roosevelt 
are likely to be coming out or whether 
they will leave the white house at the 
front, back or side door. Circumventioh 
of the man with the camera is one ob- 
ject, of course, but notwithstanding an 
impression to the contrary the president 
is just a little bit nervous’ on the ques- 
tion of personal danger. No needless 
risks are taken, hence this secrecy. 


Why Glenn Banks on Foraker. 

Captain 8S. A. Glenn, of Tampa, Fla., 
rather expects to be appointed postmas- 
ter of that place. He believes he will 
have strong influence back of him, just 
as soon as he lets Senator Foraker, of 
Ohio, know he wants the office. Glenn 
believes he is the man who gave Foraker 
his upward start In life.

FRYE SPEAKS FOR SUBSIDIES. 


Maine Senator Discusses the Condi- 
tion of Merchant Marine. 
Boston, Mass., November 22.—The chief 
uest at a banquet given by the Commer- 
cial Club at the New Algonquin Club to- 
night was Senator William P. Frye, of 
Maine. His address was upon the sub- 
ject, ‘“‘National Legislation Concerning 
Steamship Subsidies, and New England 
Interests in the Country’s Increasing For- 

eign Commerce.”’ 

Senator Frye said: 

‘“Neariy every now wm! | has been pro- 
tected, and has prospered. One alone has 
been handicapped a adverse legislation 
at home and protection of its competitors 
abroad, namely, our ships engaged in the 
foreign trade. 

“We have permitted the other maritime 
nations to seize upon the thways of 
the oceans of the world; and hold them to 
our exclusion. 

“Discussion of the causes leading to 
this lamentable result is necessary only 
so far as it may be suggestive of reme- 
dies. The theoretical free trader ascribes 
it to our policy of protection. 

“It is not protection which has harmed 
but the entire lack of it, the compelling 


of our ships to compete with those of 


other maritime nations protected by sub- 
sidies, by much lower wages in ship- 
yards and on ships and by a less expen- 
sive manner of living.’’ 

Here Senator Frye quoted statistics 
showing the sums paid by other coun- 
tries, and continuing, said: 

“Are we, rich and prosperous, to submit 
to such humillation and dangerous condi- 
tions? There are some Americans utterly 
devoid of sentiment or of patriotic im- 
pulse who can travel the world over, and 
without regret never see the Stars and 
Stripes in a foreign port. They say, why 
not employ foreign ships to carry and for- 
eign agencies to find markets for our sur- 
ae products, if they will do it cheaply? 

o they suppose that such agencies will 
have the slightest interest in extending 
our trade?”’ 

Senator Frye quotes some addresses of 
President Harrison and President McKin- 
ley, in which reference was made-to the 
importance of the merchant marine, and 
then told at some length of opposition to 
the bill which he introduced in the last 
congress and of the arguments set up 
against it. In conclusion he said: 

‘During the congfess about to meet I 
shall persist in my efforts to secure fav- 
orable legislation for our merchant navy.” 


A PLOT TO SEIZE GOLD LAND. 


Details of the Yukon Conspiracy Are 
Made Public. 

Ottawa. Ont.. November 22.—Xll the 
facts in the possession of the interior de- 
partment regarding the alleged conspir- 
acy to capture the government of the 
Yukon were made public today. On Sep- 
tember 21 Comptroller Fred White. of 
the mounted police, was advised by Su- 
perintendent Primrose, of Dawson, of a 
report from Seattle that some scheme 
was being concocted to seize Canadian 
territory in the Yukon. 

It appears that a man named H. Greght 
had told at Dawson that he knew of a 
cconspiracy: against the government. His 
conversation was to the effect that a se- 
cret organization intended to take pos- 
session of the Yukon territory, their pian 
being to run White Horse Pass, take the 
smaller detachments along the river, it 


being an easy matter then to capture the 
barracks at Dawson. The organization 
had representatives at-both Seattle and 
Skagway, and they expected to be assist- 
ed by men from Circle City and Eagle 
City.

Earlington, Ky., November 22.—Tomor- 
row morning at daylight County Judge 
Hall’s order to the striking miners to 
disband their camp and disperse becomes 
operative. Tonight there are fully 350 
men in the camp, all heavily armed and 
declaring they will not abandon their 
quarters. - Officials, however, do not an- 
ticipate violence. They believe the men 
will simply say: “Here we are; what are 
you going to do with us?” 

Judge Hall has prepared his order to 
Adjutant General Murray and_ Sheriff 
Hankins directing them to _ proceed 
against the camp if not removed or aban- 
doned, and all arrangements were per- 
fected tonight to follow the instructions. 
Judge Hall declares the miners must go, 
and says all now hinges on their action. 

Late this afternoon President Woods 
and Attorney Yost arrived at the camp 
from Central City and conferences were 
held tonight. The number of men in 
camp ig constantly increasing and an- 
other big tent has been raised. A heavy 
rain fell this afternoon, and it became 
necessary to ditch the tents, which re- 
sulted in a wild rumur that the miners 
were throwing up breastworks. 


Miners Strike in Virginia. 

Roanoke, Va., November 22.—There is a 
strike at the Norton Coal Company and 
the Wise Coal Company colliery at Nor- 
ton, in Wise county. None of the other 
mines in that section has-been affected 
sc far. P 

The whole force of 150 men’ employed 
by the Norton Coal Company are out, 
and seventy-five, the entire force of the 
Wise Coal Company, have also quit 
work. The miners have no grievance 
except that the companies will not recog- 
nize the union. It is alleged that several 
men were recently discharged because 
they ‘belonged to the United Mine Work- 
ers. A committee of miners waited on 
the companies for the purpose of having 
the men reinstated, but were turned 
aown. They then resolved to strike and 
the mines were tied up yesterday. The 
strikers are determined and say the pros- 
pects are bright for winning.

covering much the same ground as that 
of the preceding witness. 

Policeman Benjamin F. Williams was 
an early visitor to the scene of the trag- 
edy. He corroborated the statements of 
his brother officers. He said Ayres’ shoes 
and stockings were under the bed, He 
also said that the blood-marks on the 
pistol indicated that it had been grasped 
around thé chambers and barrel by a 
bloody hand. 

Mr. Williams said that he had discov- 
ered no evidence of a struggle in Ayres’ 
room when he entered it. He also replied 
in the negative as Officers Brady and 
Wolfe had done when asked if he had dis- 
covered any hairpins on the floor. 

Torn Condition of Shirt. 

On cross-examination he said he had 
noticed the torn condition of the upper 
button hole of Ayres’ shirt, and he added 
that the corresponding buiton was hang- 
ing by a thread. There also were powder 
marks about the wounds on Ayres’ body, 
indicating that he was shot at close 
range. 

The next witness was W. W. Warfieid, 
who was the proprietor of the Kenmore 
hotel, when the homicide occurred tnere, 
The witness said Ayres had told him that 
the lock of the door to his room was out 
of order and that the door could not be 
fastened with it. 

Mr. Fulton, on cross-examination, 
asked the witness if Mrs. Bonine had 
made arrangements to leave the Kenmore 
prior to the tragedy. Mr. Gould objected, 
but before he could state his objection, 
witness replied that she had made such 
arrangements. Mr. Gould then asked to 
have the reply stricken from the record 
as. irrelevant. Mr. Fulton contended 
strongly for the admissibility of the ques- 
tion, saying that the theory of the gov- 
ernment concerning the killing of Ayres 
made it decidedly relevant to show that 
Mrs.. Bonine had prepared to leave the 
house befere Ayres had made his own 
plans to go away. Jf this could be estab- 
lished it would go far toward relieving 
Mrs. Bonine of the charge that her rela- 
tions with Ayres were such as to cause 
her ito take extreme steps to prevent his 
going away. The court decided that the 
question would be more relevant on di- 
rect examination, as the point had not 
been touched upon by Mr. Gould. 

The last witness of the day was J. 
Frank Drew, a special policeman, who 
lived in the Kenmore hotel, who accom- 
panied Officer Brady to Ayres’ room. His 
testimony, as far as it went, covered the 
same ground as that covered by the other 
policemen. His examination had not been 
completed when the court adjourned until 
Monday,

Are Surrendering, 


Coasts of the Island Patrolled in 
Order To Prevent Supplies from 
Reaching Rebels—Cabal- 
los Has Force in 
Luzon.

Manila, November 
here from the island of Samar is 
couraging, although up to the present 
time there have been no wholesale sur- 
renders of natives. The .Filipinos cap- 
tured there by our troops show evi- 
dences of suffering and hunger. The 
coasts of the island are clpsely patrolled 
by gunboats, and the use of the search- 
light makes it almost impossible for the 
natives to land food on the island for the 
insurgents. The patrolling gunboats 
have captured over $20,000 in cash and 
$100,000 worth of hemp, upon which a tax 
had been paid to the insurgents has 
been confiscated. 

The system of taxation and the collee- 
tion of taxes maintained by the insurgent 
leader, Lukban, was perfect and ex- 
haustive in every particular, and pro- 
duced revenue from births, marriages, 
deaths, cock fights and from the fish 
ponds of Samar. Hemp was the most im- 
portant feature of commerce. Two per 
cent ofits price was given to the local 
presidentes, who collect the majority of 
the island’s revenue from those natives 
who had sworn allegiance to the United 
States and turned it over to the rebei 
authorities. 

Smallpox is raging in the southern 
islands of the archipelago. The United 
Sta@cs Philippine commission is prepar- 
ing an act to compel everybody to be 
vaccinated. 

It has been officially reported to Gen- 
eral Chaffee that the insurgent leader, 
Caballos, has 500 fully armed men, in- 
cluding a number of American negroes, 
under his command in La Guna province, 
Luzon. An fnsurgent officer has just 
been captured, carrying papers dated 
Mauban, La Guna province, November 
18, and signed by Caballos. The prisoner 
admits that Caballos has 1,000 men with 
him and contemplated attacking Mauban, 
This probably accounts for the fact that 
yesterday the telegraph lines were cut 
rear Mauban, and that in several places 
the supporting poles were found to have 
been removed.

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BRITAIN MAY BACK AMERICA. 


In Maintaining the Doctrine Formu- 
lated by President Monroe. 
London, November ?2.—The most .im- 
portant position in torhorrow’s edition ef 
The Spectator will bé octuptedsby a dis- 
cussion of a proposal that Great Britain 
should give its formal adherence to the 
Monroe doctrine. The Spectator will say: 
“If America will define the Monroe doc- 
trine, why should we not pledge our- 
selves not to infringe upon it? When we 
had acknowledged this doctrine, America 
might propose it to the rest of the pow- 
ers for indorsement. I[f she did, the 
powers could heartily refuse. If they ad- 
hered, their adherence would be of great 
use, not to America, but.the cause of 
peace, for it would eliminate a _ great 
many of the notable causes of war. If 
the Monroe doctrine became part of the 
public law of the civilized world, the tisk 
of a war breaking out with regard to 
European interference in Brazil or 
Spanish-America, now always a possbil- 

ity, would then pass away. 

‘“Poseibly no other power but Great 
Britain would at first be willing to recog- 
nize the Monroe doctrine as binding. 
Even so, it would be worth our while to 
pledge ourselves to respect it, for we never 
mean to attack that doctrine, afid gooner 
or later our example will probably be 
followed by other powers.”’

Federal Judges Refuse To Interfere 
and the Assessments for 1900 
Are Raised from $3,500,- 

000 to $75,000,000. 
Grosscup’s Decision. 


Springfield, Ills.. November 22,—Judges 
Humphrey and Grozrcup in the United 
States court today refused an injunction 
to restrain the state board of equaliza- 
tion from assessing the capital stock of 
the Chicago I'nion Traction Company 
and Union Traction Company for 1900. 

Immediately after the decision was an- 
nounced assessments aggregating $75,000,- 
90, and involving over $1,000,000 in 1900 
taxes was made by the state board of 
equalization as the fair cash value of the 
capital stock of the Traction company, 
over and above the assessment of their 
tangible property. The $75,000,000 valua- 
tions made take the place of $3,500,000 val- 
vations made last year as representing 
the fair cash value of the property as- 
sessed. The Teachers’ Federation esti- 
mate was $125,000,000. 

The method to be followed In determin- 
ing the value of capital stock for the pur- 
poses of taxation was discussed by Judge 
Grosscup at length. As to bonds, he said, 
the judgment of the money lender might 
be reasonable, but with capital stock it 
was different. It would be grossly un- 
fair to base the assessment upon the 
stock value quoted on the stock exchange. 
These were frequently, if not generally, 
determined by circumstances quite dis- 
tinct from the real value of the stocks 
in question. He cited as an illustration 
the Northern Pacific flurry of a few 
months ago. There, nobody would con- 
tend that the real vaiue of the stock ex- 
ceeded par, yet the quoted price reached 
$1,000. Nor had any court decided that 
the equalization board must be governed 
by the quotable market prices of capital 
stock. It is the decision of the supreme 


court of Illinois in the franchise tax, case. 


recently decided, he said, that these 
prices merely must be taken “‘into con- 
sideration.”’ It still remains for the board 
to exercise its judgment in determining 
the real value of the capital stock for 
tax purposes. 

| “The bill in this case,’’ he sald in con- 
clusion, ‘‘assumes that the board will not 
exercise its independent judicial func- 
tion, but will confine itself to the mere 
arithmetic of adding together the indebt- 
edness and stock exchange quotations of 
the capital stock. We are not at liberty 
to concur in this assumption. We be- 
lieve, and are bound to believe, fiat the 
board will exercise its function as con- 
templated by the lavr. This would ex- 
clude the supposed danger of gross dis- 
crepancy and the supposed danger of 
over-valuation. If ft transpires that the 
board of equalization attempts to certi- 
fy an assessed valuation which in-fts ef- 
fect would be fraud upon any tax payer 
the courts still remain open to the re- 
quired tax payer. The board should be 
just as th> state wishes it to be, irre- 
spective of the past and without partial-

New York. November 22.—Franc‘sco 
Gamba, president of the Cuban commis- 
sion sent by the merchants, business 
men and agricultural associations of 
Cuba to the United States with petitions 
for the improvement of trade relations 
between the two countries, has just been 
interviewed upon Cuban affairs. When 
asked if it was his opinion that the Unit- 
ed States should annex Cuba he said: 

‘“‘As a member of this commission, rep- 
resenting al! classes and political parties 
of Cuba. I do not feel myself at liberty 
to express an individual opinion. But, 
were you to sav that ® per cent of the 
business people and property-holding ele- 
ment of Cuba favored annexation you 
would be correct.”’ 


MAKE POOR LO GO TO WORK. 


Then He’ll Become Civilized, Says 
Commissioner Jones. 
Washington, November 22.—A policy 
which, it is contended, will settle the en- 
tire Indian question within a generation, 
is announced by Commissioner of Indian 
Affairs William A. Jones, in his annual 
report made public today. His pvlan is to 
give the Indian opportunity for self-sup- 
port, the same protection of his person 
and property as is given others, throw 
him upon his resources and enforce on 
him a realization of the dignity of labor 
and the importance of building and main- 

taining a home for him@w lf. 

Commissioner Jones says the cutting off 
or. rations from all Indians excgpt those 
who are incapacitated from earning a 
support has had very gratifying results, 
and if followed up ultimately will lead 
to the abolition of the reservation and 
the absorption of the Indian into our 
body politic. 

He makes the emphatic sfatement that 
the present Indian educational system, 
taken as a whole, is not calculated to 
produce the results that were anticipated 
so hopefully, and may be added to the 
obstacles to independence and self-sup- 
port under which class Mr. Jones_has 
placed indiscriminate issue of rations, 
periodical distibution of large sums of 
money and the general leasing of allot- 


ments. 
In the last thirty-tNree years, the re- 


port says, over $240,000,000 has been spent 
on an Indian population not exceeding 
180,000. 

Notwithstanding this, the Indian is 
still in his reservation, being fed, money 
is still being paid him, he is still de- 
pendent on the government for existence 
and he is “‘little, if any, nearer the goal 
of independence than he was thirty years 
ago, and if the present policy is con- 
tinued he will get little, if any, nearer 
‘in thirty years to come.”’

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Railway Magnates Are Some- 
what Worried by Cru- 
sade of Van Sant. 


CHANGES WILL BE MADE 
TO AVOID LEGAL BATTLE 


Governor Van Sant Has Sent Out 
Letters to the Various Govern- 
ors Recounting Facts. 
Snubbed by Savage. 


New York, November 22.—According to 
Wall street reports, believed to be based 
on good authority, certain changes in the 
Northern Pacific directorate are to be 
made in view of the agitation in Minne- 
sota against the joint operation of the 
Northern Pacific and the Great Northern. 
Influential interests in the organization 
of the Northern Securities Company said 
today that while they believed the com- 
pany’s plans for controlling the Nortfiern 
Pacific and the Great Northern railroads 
could not be upset through legal proceed- 
ings, based on allegations that they con- 
flicted with anti-consolidation laws of the 
different states, some changes might be 
forced. 

It was held by these interests that there 
Was a question as to whether President 
Hill, of Great Northern railway, under a 
strict interpretation of present laws, had 
an unquestioned right to be a member of 
the board of directors of the Northern 
Pacific railway. The same doubt existed 
as to the right of E. H. Harriman, chair- 
man of the Union Pacific, to be a member 
of the Northern Pacific board. It was 
also asserted that it was not impossible 
that both these officers might retire from 
the Northern Pacific board. 

Van Sant Asks Opinions. 

St. Paul, Minn., November 22.—Governor 
Van Sant today sent out to the govern- 
ors of North Dakota, Montana, Idaho and 
Washington letters stating the facts, so 
far as he has ascertained them with re- 
gard to the alleged attempt t8 consol- 
idate the Northern Pacific and Great 
Northern railways and asking for their 
opinion as to what actton should be un- 
dertaken. Should the other governors be 
favorable to united action it is probable 
that a conference will be called for an 
early date. 

Lanccin, Neb., November 22.—Governor 
Savage, who recently consulted with At- 
torney General! Prout in regard to inves- 
tigating the consolidation cf the various 
northwest railways with a view to cb- 
structing the deal if a violation of the 
state law was apparent, makes a state- 
ment today declining to meet Governor 
Van Sant, of Minnesota, to discuss the 
suppression of the merger. He says there 
is no consolidation apparent in Nebraska 
and Minnesota affairs are not subject to 
Nebraska interference. : 

May Merge Harriman’s Lines. 

New York, November 22.—Horace G. 
Burt, president of the Union Pacifla rail- 
road; J. Kruttschnitt, vice president of 
the Southern Pacific; A. L. Mower, presi- 
dent of the Oregon Railroad and Naviga- 
tion Company, and 8S. M. Felton. presideot 
of the Chicago and Alton railway, all ar- 
rived in this city last night and attended 
meetings of their respective boards of di- 
rectors. It was also said that they were 
called here to attend a special conference 
of the operating heads of all the rail- 
roads of which Mr. Harriman is the 
offictal head. 

There has recently been some discus- 
sion as to a possible merging of the 
various lines controlled by what is com- 
monly termed the Harriman syndicife, 
under an organization similar to the 
Northern Securities Company, but no re- 
sponsible authority can be obtained for 
this report. 


WANT THE CHINESE BARRED 


Strong Resolutions Are Adopted by 
Exclusion Convention. 

San Frficisso, November 22.—The Chi- 
nese exclusion convention composed of 
3,000 delegates representing the state and 
county government, and industrial and 
civic organizations in all parts of Cali- 
fornia today adopted the following resv- 
luitons: 

“First, we demand the continuance of 
existing treaties with China and the reen- 
actment of the Geary exclusion law. 

‘Second, we recommend that the Cali- 
fornia delegates in congress act unitedly 
in the presentation of a bill to accom- 
plish the purpose and use their utmost 
endeavor to secure its immediate enact- 
ment into a law.’”’ 

As a supplemental report the committee 
on resolutions presented a statement 
which was adopted, recognizing the men- 
ace to the industrial conditions of the 
coast of the rapidly increasing number of 
Japanese and other Asiatic immigrants, 
and asking that the matter be referred 
to the executive committee with instruc- 
tions to take such steps as may be nec- 
essary to secure all possible protection 
in the evils set forth. 

The convention also adopted a memorial 
stating at length the reasons why the 
continued restriction of Chinese and other 
Asiatic immigration is demanded by the 
people of the Pacific coast. 


MUST PAY TO INHERIT MONEY 


Uncle Sam To Get $361,803 From 
Vanderbilt Estate. 

New York. November 22.—The heirs of 
the late Cornelius Vanderbilt must pay 
$361,803.43 into the coffers of Uncle Sam. 
This is the total of the inheritance. tax 
fixed by the federal government against 


the estate. 

The decision has just been reached in 
Washington by Solicitor Wishard, of the 
internal revenue department, and it has 
been concurred in by Commissioner Ev- 
ans. Notice has been sent to the Van- 
derbilt attorneys in this city: The heirs 
have already been compelled to pay a 
state tax of $520,995. The federal tax just 
fixed brings the total up to $882,798. 

The total expense of fighting the tax, 
which has been carried into the highest 
courts of the state and nation, will bring 
the grand total up to $1,000,000. 


STONE SHAKES UP PITTSBURG. 


City Politics Upheaved By the Gov- 
ernor of Pennsylvania. 

Pittsburg, Pa., November 22.—For the 
second time within six months the city 
government of Pittsburg is about to un- 
Gergo an entire change. Major A. M. 
Brown, appointed city recorder last Apri! 
by Governor William A. Stone, has been 
requested to step down and out by the 
chief executive of the state, and J. O. 
Brown, formerly director of public safety, 
under the old regime, will assume the 
duties of the office. The changes in 
recorders will be followed by the regtora- 
tion to their old places of one hundred 
or more city officials recently removed 
by Major Brown. 

The upheaval is the result of a fight 
for control of the city goyernment which 
has been going on for nearly a year be- 
tween the “stalwart” republicans and 
the old republican organization under the 
leadership of State Senator William 
Fiynn. The letter of dismissal from the

Successful Test of the Holland Tor- 
pedo Craft Fulton. 

New York, November 22.—Commanders 
Nishi and Sata and Lieutenant Ide, of 
the Japanese navy, witnessed a trial of 
the Holland submarine torpede boat Fu!l- 
ton here today. When asked what he 
thought of the boat Commander Nishi 
said he would recommend the adoption 
of the Holland boat by the Japanese 
navy. 

After the mile submerged run and por- 
pcise dives the visitors took a-trip in the 
Fulton. Rear Admiral John- Lowe, re- 
tired, formerly chief engineer of the 
navy, with Lieutenant Arthur MacAr- 
thur, Jr., U. 8S. N., and four men. will 
apend tomorrow night at the bottom of 
Great South bay in the Fulton, which is 
-to be tested under water with a crew 


aboard. 

The men will descend into the Fulton, 
lying alongside the company’s dock, at 7 
o’clock tomorrow night. 
cover wlll then be fastened from inside 
and sealed up airtight. Then, manipu- 
lated by her crew, the vessel will sink in 
15 feet of water and rest on the bottom. 
There will be no means of communication 
between the sunken crew and shore. 

After fifteen hours the officer in com- 
mand will have an electric engine set to 
work. It will pump the water out of the 
ballast tanks and the Fulton will rise to 
the surface.

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Birmingham, Ala., November 22.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Peculiarly interesting experiments 
with crude oil from the Beaumont, Tex., 
ofl fields are being made at the Ensley 
steel plant of the Tennessee Coal, Iron 
and Railroad Company with a view of 
discovering whether the use of this oil in 
the furnaccs for the manufacture of steel 
will not prove as successful and less cost- 
jy than the use of gas generated in pro- 
Qucers located nearby, as has been the 
‘case heretofore. The oil is transported 
in the regulation railroad tanks, contain- 
ing several thousand gallons. The cost of 
transportation varies, it is stated, from 
3 to 51 cents per hundred pounds, accord- 
ing to the grade of oil, its inflammability, 
etc. 

Experiments have fully demonstrated 
that the furnaces can be kept as hot and 
the steel made as quickly by the use of 
ofl as when the gas 1s used. From nine 
to ten hours required for a heat; that is, 
this length of time intervenes from the 
time the material for the manufacture of 
steel is put in the furnace until it is 
poured out as finished product. The use 
of oil as far as its introduction is con- 
cerned, it appears, will prove less trouble- 
some than the gas, and should future ex- 
periments prove as successful as these al- 
ready given, from what can be learned, 
the use of crude ofl in the Ensley mill 
will become an established fact. 

The cost of transportation is the chief 
item in the matter of expense, as the oil 
in a crude state can be bought very 
cheaply at Beaumont. Some owners of 
gushers there, it is stated, having offered 
their product for as cheap as 2% cents per 
barrel. 

The experiments will be of interest to 
the industrial world because of the ef- 
fect their conduct might have on the 
manufacture of steel in the district as 
has been accomplished elsewhere in the 
matter of operating locomotives, etc.

Legislators of South Missis- 
Sippi Will Try To Gain in 
New Apportionment. 


BOUNDARIES PROPOSED 
FOR THE DISTRICT 


It Is Thought This Will Be General- 
ly Accepted—An Attempt To 
Decipher an Inscription on 
Old State House Mar- 
red By Time. 


Jackson, Miss., November 22.—(Special.) 
It is learned that the members of the 
legislature from the south Mississippi 
counties will make a combined effort to 
secure a compact and symmetrical dis- 
trict in the new apportionmefft of con- 
gressmen to be made at the January ses- 
sion of the legislature, and sentiment in 
that section has already practically 
agreed upon what is desired in the shage 
of a district. According to State Senator 
Sharborough, the north line of the district 
will be along the boundary lines of Smith 
and Jasper counties, and the district will 
be made up of Jasper, Smith, Wayne, 
Perry, Clarke, Jones, covering Marion, 
Hancock, Harrison, Jackson, Pearl River 
and possibly Lawrence. This will give 
the requisite population, and is believed 
a@ generally acceptable outline. 

Commissions to Officers. 

Commissions have been issued to the 
five new members of the lower house of 
the legislature and the three new mem- 
bers of the senate who will present them- 
selves at the January session. The f®w 
members of the lower house are Boddie, 
of Washington; Cox, of Panola; Foster, 
of Warren; Reynolds, of Attala, and 
Walker, of Pike. The new members in 
the senate are Dent, of the sixteenth; 
Shelton, of the tenth, and Young, of the 
thirty-first. Nearly all of the biennial re- 
ports of the deparments of state govern- 
ment have been completed, and will be 
prepared in printed form before the 
legislature convenes. 

Trying To Decipher It. 

An gitempt is being made to decipher 
an inscription on the front wall of Missis- 
sippi’s historic old state house which was 
placed there many years before the war. 
The inscription was formerly in gilt let- 
ters, but is now weather stained and 
covered with a crust of paint, which 
makes the work of figuring it out a 
difficult task. Shortly after the state 
house was built two old cannon, captur- 
ed by a Mississippi regiment in the Mex- 
ican war, occupied positions In the front 
yard, and the gilt-lettered inscription on 
the state house wall related to the date 
and place of capture. The cannon were 
carried away by a confederate regiment 
shortly after the civil war commenced, 
and it has been impossible to trace their 
the 
memorable struggle. 

Charged With Assault. 

Allen Thomas, a negro, is in the Hinds 
county jail on the charge of attempting 
assault on a little 1l-year-old white child 
named Aggie Land. The attempt was 
made yesterday afternoon, while the 
child’s mother was away from home.

College Trustees Meet. 

The sem!-annual meeting of the board 
of trustees of the Alcorn Agricultural 
and Mechanical college, a state institu- 
tion for ‘the education of negroes, was 
held here today with all members pres- 
ent. No action was taken on the question 
of coeducation, and it is likely that the 
present system of admitting both males 
and females to the college will remain in 
vogue, at least for the present, although 
many objections have been raised.

10 FRED HER BABES 


Pathetic Story of Mrs. Rigés When 
Arrested for Theft. 


TOOK ARTICLES FROM STORES 


Columbia Officers Go to Charleston 
and Arrest Her—She Told Such 
a Story of Her Sufferings 
That She Will. Not 
Be Prosecuted. 


Columbia, S. C., November 22.—(Spe- 
cial.}\—One of the saddest cases that the 
police here have had to handle in some 
time has been worrying the officers for 
several days.

REPORTS ARE NOT ACCURATE. 


State Superintendent of Education 
Scores County Superintendents. 
Columbia, 8S. C.,. November 22.—(Spe- 
cial.)—The office of the state superintend- 
ent of eduucation has opened a hot fire 
on ‘‘incompetent officials.’’ Mr. MeGee, 
of that office, says in an interview to- 

day: 

“We are having seemingly endless 
trouble in getting accurate reports from 
some of the county superintendents of 
education. Several of these reports have 
been sent back four or five times for cor- 
rection. The most flagrant errors ap- 
pear in them, in spite of the fact that 
Superintendent McMahan has printed 
very explicit directions for making 
reports. : 

After detailing the most frequent er- 
rors, Mr. McGee continues: 

“Such a state of affairs is truly de- 
plorable, and we have in this an illus- 
tration of the gross incompetency in 
some of our public Officers. It seems, 
however, that the grossest and most 
criminal incompetency is shifted off over 
into the educational line. It is a public 
duty. it seems to me, devolving upon 
every one who has even the most remote 
interest in the youth of the state to 
make efforts to banish from the control 
of our schools cheap-john politicians. 
Nothing is meant against that class of 
well-meaning men, distinguished for past 
services, who, by being put into office, 
thus draw a pension for what they used 
to be or what they would be if they 
could—except that they should be re- 
lieved of the management of the schools.’’

Scene of the Latest War. 

Colon, the scene of the latest war, 
in which the United States may have 
to take a hand, is described by W. E. 
Curtis in his work, “Between the 
Andes and the, Ocean,” as follows: 

To look at_it from a distance—from the 
deck of a ship in the harbor—Colon is one 
of the prettiest towns on the coast, but 
when you get ashore it is a disappoint- 
mnt and a delusion. The houses are 
built of wood, instead of stone, as in Pan- 
ama. Colon is| one of the few places in 
South America where steamers can go up 
to the dock. There is a great deal of 
commerce. The harbor is dangerous, be- 
cause the entrance is toward the north, 
ahd the fierce gales they call northers 
come howling over the Caribbean sea two 
or three times in the winter season about 
as frequently as blizzards in our own 
land. The ships have to go out and steam 
around in the storm or go ashore. 

The railroad company occupies an end 
of the town with shops and boarding 
houses, and the canal company the other 
end, where there is a group of villas of 
the most ornate and elaborate ‘“‘ginger- 
bread’ school of architecture. These 
were erected by Count de Lesseps for the 
comfort of his large and luxurious staff 
of managers and engineers. 

Under a cocoanut grove at the rail- 
road end of Colon is a statue erected 
in honor of William H. Aspinwall, 
John L.. Stephens and Henry Chaun- 
cey, who brought about rapid transit 
across the isthmus. Near this mon- 
ument is the American consulate. The 
distance between Colon and Panama 
is 47 miles. 
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Chestnut Farming in Pennsylvania. 

Coleman Sober, of Lewisburg, Pa., 
has a grove of 100,000 chestnut trees 
on 205 acres of land—the largest 
chestnut orchard in the United States. 
His method is to graft scions of the 
Paragon nut upon native trees. This 
nut was imported eighteen years agu 
and is about five times as large as 
the average American chestnut and of 
fine flavor. 

Mr. W. H. Engle, of Mariette, 
Pa., imported and cultivated the Par- 
agon, but his trees were all byrned ex- 
cept two, which bore seven: bushels 
of nuts last year, worth $6 a\ bushel. 
Chestnut trees begin bearing the sec-- 
ond year and three pints of nuts

have been gathered from a 3-year-old 
tree not more than 6 feet high. 
There are today on the Sober farm 
100,000 trees, which will bear from 
one pint upward of chestnuts next fall. 
If a general average of one quart per 
tree be estimated for the yield of the 
grove the product in round numbers 
will be 3,125 bushes of chestnuts. 
At. the low rate of $6 per bushel an.-in- 


come of $18,750 is assured. Allowing. 


$3,750 for the expense of protecting 
and gathering the crop, the net profit 
to Mr. Sober will be $15,000. And this 
from land which for agricultural pur- 
poses would not bring $3 per acre. 

Chestnut trees flourish on _ the 
mountains of north Georgia and men 
could easily set out and cultivate 
groves that would in a few years fur- 
nish Nesselrode puddings for dinner 
all the year round. 

A flock of game chickens is rec- 
ommended to destroy the bugs that 
fill chestnuts with worms. 
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Heirs to a Fortune “Bound Out.”’ 

Under the law of New York chil- 
dren can be “bound out,” and every 
year great numbers of them are dis- 
posed of in that way to farmers in the 
west.

Their father 
turned them over to the Juvenile So- 
ciety and they were apprenticed to 
farmers in the west. Mrs. Taylor was 
a sister of Mrs. Ida A. Flagler, the di- 
vorced wife of the Florida millionaire. 
Mrs. Flagler is insane. Her fortune 
amounts to nearly two and a half mil- 
lion dollars and at her death her sis- 
ter’s sons may get part of it. 

Mrs. Flagler has two brothers and 
a sister living and they have taken 
steps to obtain some money from her 
estate. The brothers and sister are 
Charles F. Shourds, of 74 Pearl street. 
Boston; Stephen E. Shourds, of 478 
Crescent street, Brooklyn, and: Mrs. 
Mattie A. Johnson, of Pawlet, Vt. 
They have recently learned that the 
children of the deceased sister are 
living. 

The two brothers and sister of Mrs. 
Flagler have asked the court to make 
them allowances from her estate and 
each of them has been granted $4,000 
a year. The sons of the dead sister 
have not arrived in New York yet, 
but they will doubtless be heard from 
before long. The proceedings are all 
on the assumption that Mrs. Flagler 
will never recover and be able to 
claim her property. It is like admin- 
istering on an estate before the owner 
of the property dies.

Red Blood vs. Blue Blood. 
(From The St. Louis Republic.) 
Lord Rosebéry’s declaration that he 
would like to see an experiment for a year 
of a government formed entirely of busi- 
ness men, such, for example, as Mr. Car- 
negie and Sir Thomas Liptan.. instead of 
politicians, is a significant uttterance for 

an Englishman to make. 

The ‘‘politicians’’ to whom Lord Rose- 
bery refers are almost exclusively aris- 
tocrats, men of his own class. They are 
the hereditary administrators of British 
affairs. The English idea has always 
been that. any English government not 
dominated by the nobility. would be a 
dangerous and incapable government. Al- 
most of the chiefest duty of men of the 
great families,of England has been that 
of public service. 

And yet, although: the English nobility 
and gentry have undoubtedly been finely 
faithful :o high ideals-in public life, the 
belief is zrowtmg that.they do not con- 
stitute the most capable governing class. 
There is a convictiorntthat self-made men, 
strong and aggressive. souls that have 
gone to the front. by virtue of their own 
abilities rather, than,,by inherited privi- 
lege, are England's best men. They are 
being looked to now for the salvation of 
the British empire. The deplorable reve- 
lations of aristocratic incompetency 
brought about by the South African war 
most largely account for this epochal 
change of sentiment. 


Peopling a Desert. 
(From The New York Press.) 

The redemption of the desert of Saha- 
ra has long been a pet project of those 
visionaries who are, looking for new 
worlds to conquer through glasses that do 
not permit them to notice the waste places 
nearer at home. One of our own Saharas, 
a vast tract of arid country, held. for 
many years as less habitable than the 
famous Bad Lands of the plains, is now 
undergoing a redemption that ought to 
attraet the attention of the whilom say- 
iors of the African desert and possibly 
teach them such valuable lessons that 
their plans may come to a head and that 
they may civilize a country that Has 
needed the attention of a fusion campaign 
committee for considerably more years 
than has New York. 

This desert redemption now going on 
in the United States has taken the form 
of rescuing about 1,000,000 acres of land 
in southwestern Arizona, southeastern 
California and northern Lower Califor- 
nia, a section of the country best known 
through tales of suffering brought from 
it by exploring parties and naturalists. 
The beginning of the work lies in the 
carrying of water to this great, dry tract 
of sun-baked land. And the progress. of 
the irrigating works since June has not 
only brought hundreds of families to the 
country, but has matured crops on 1,500 
acres of ground. -By January 1 50,000 
acres of land will be within reach of irri- 
gation, and within three years this area 
is to be increased to $500,000 acres, of 
which more than a quarter has been filed 
on under desert and homestead claims. 
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A man in Syracuse who started life on 
2 cents has just divided $600,000 among 
his children. Other men have started life 
with less and made more. Still, the econ- 
omy and self-denial shown in accumulat- 
ing the first 2 cents are important factors 
in bullding up a fortune.

sént out, each armed with a teacher's license, 
only to deceive the parents of Georgia, and 
“‘draw’’ the public fund. The very inferiorit« 
of these teachers and their valueless work have 
helped to lower the subject of education in 
the popular mind. I have no hesitation in say- 
ing that the country teachers of Georgia to- 
day, as 2 class, will not compare favorably 
with the teachers of thirty years ago; and 
this in spite of the fact that our normal 
schools hay been issuing diplomas by the 
hundred. 

Nor are these teachers wholly to blame. 
Many of them have been deceived by the 
very standards held before =hem in our train- 
Ing schools. Method has been talked about. 
praised in the public prints, advocated and 
magnified until the things to be taught have 
almost been lost eight of. The scores who 
have failed in examinations for license to 
teach, condueted by the writer, have shown no 
want of knowledge of methods, but have fail- 
ed in arithmetic, history, geography and Eng- 
lish granmmmar—the branches which constitute 
the foundation of an English education. Thirty 
years ago it was thought that a teacher 
should be a scholar—that he ought to be a 
graduate of some well-established college, but 
the idea now prevailing is, that any boy or 
girl, fresh from the common school, may be 
made into a teacher by a veneering of a few 
weeks or months at a normal school Still 
another class of teachers ought to be men- 
tioned. These are people who years ago ob- 
tained, by hook or by crook, or by an honest 
examination, what is called a permanent 
license; and since that date have never 
studied or made any effort to improve. 

3. A third cause of parenta! apathy is to 

be found, beyond all question, in the tong 
term of years allowed as ‘‘school age’’—that 
is, from 6 to |8.. The fact that the parent 
has twelve years in which to educate his 
child makes him careless about keeping the 
child in school. 
‘ And now, what of the remedies for existing 
conditions? If we can remove the causes 
mentioned above, a long stride will have been 
made toward the end desired. The following 
suggestions are offered: 

1. The first of the causes of parental indif- 
ference is inheritance in the public tnstruction 
idea. The tendency of ‘the pubMo school is to 
weaken the sense of paretital obligation. 
is human nature to let another bear our 


or nullify this influence by bringing other and 
stronger influences to bear. The parental 
conscience must be awakened, and to this great 
work every motive of religion, of patriotism 
and humanity should call the good people of 
Georgia. 

2. The removal of the second cause, named 
above, depends largely upon the ¢ounty school | 
commissioners of Georgia, and the faculties 
of our normal schools. Perhaps the laws gov- 
erning the issuance of licenses may be made 
more stringent; but there is law enough now, 
if the commissioners who conduct examina- 
tions and grade papers will do their. duty. 
Permanent licenses ought te be abolished. As 
to the normal schools, it seems to this writer 
that pupils entering these institutions should 
be required to stand rigid examinations in the 
common schoo] branches. . They ought to know. 
what they are to teach before taking up the 
subject of how to teach. 

3. Tho third and last causé of the trouble 
may be retnoved by legislation. If the school 
age be placed from @ to 14, tmstead ef from 
6 to 18, two good results will follow: (\) Pa- 
rents will realize the importance of keeping 
their children in school during the whole 
school term, and every term of the six years 
allowed, and (2) the. public school fund wil] 
te practically doubled, without increasing tax- 
ation. The former will open the way for bet- 
ter attendance upon the schools, and the 
latter for the employment of better teachers in 
the schools.

‘CAPITALISTS DEPART 
AFTER VIEWING DEPOT 


private Car Which Arrived Yesterday Remained but 
a Short Time in City--Member of Party 
Makes Some Pointed Remarks. 


N ONE of the side tracks at the 
ynion depot, or at least a track 
which was once a side track but 

now a main track, there was a handsome 

and elegant private coach yesterday. A 

negro porter was washing down the sides 

of the car with a stream from a hose, 
trying to remove the soot, the ashes and 
he cobwebs that had settled upon it from 
the blackened, grimy and corroded roof 

epot. 

Ee cescictonian were within the car 

trying to keep as much as possible from 

public attention. : 

A reporter of The Constitution had been 
sent to interview a party of capitalists 
who were known to have arrived in the 
city, and he found them within the hand- 
some coach upon which the filth, soot 
and grime of the old depot was settling 
with disastrous effects. 

The capitalists were in earnest about 
keeping from public gaze, but they had 
to come out to get a breath of fresh air, 
as the smoke and dust about the depot 
was stiflin’. 

It was while they were trying to air 
themselves that the reporter got a chance 
to open up an interview. 

“we are not here to be interviewed,”’ 
said a member of the party, curtly. 

The reporter insisted upon having a few 
questions answered, and after he had 
asked the gentlemen if they were not here 
touring the south to make investments 
the answer came: 

Bad Impression of the State. 

“Yes. we are, but that is our business. 
I will say, however, for our party, that 
we are not favorably impressed with 
Georgia. so far as we have seen it. The 
idea Df a state, claiming to be the Em- 
pire State of the South. with a capital, 
claiming to be the Gate City of the South, 
giving people such a welcome as we have 
had today. Here we have been side- 
fracked, waiting for our train to leave, 
beside the foulest and filthiest old shed 
that éver disgraced a civilized communi- 
ty. I bave just been reading in your pa- 
pers about an effort to build another de- 
pot. Of course, it is none of our busi- 
ness. but let me tell you one thing: Such 
a miserable old rat-trap as we have been 
forced to tie up under does not only re- 
flect upon the state, but it is absolutely 
a menace to capital.” 

One of the other members of the party 
remarked that The Constitution reporter 
had not come to talk about the depot. 

The first speaker became a little more 
“considerate” and remarked: 

“fT have already stated that we can- 
not speak about our business other than 
to say that we are prospecting in the 
south and may make investments. We 
are principally leoking after farming 
lands and have visited Virginia and the 
Carolinas and we——”’ 

Just then a great. volume .of black, 
grimy smoke Swept down on thé speakér. 
and he gasped and fanned himself with 
his hat. When he tried to speak again 
his voice was drowned with the shouts 
of truckmen seeking to avold accidenfs, 
with switchmen trying to warn people 
of danger, and with the clanging. of en- 
gine bells. 

“Great heavens, what a hole,’’ he cried 
out, as he retreated through the door of 
the coach. 

Another member of the party, who ap- 
peared to think that perhaps the news- 
paper man’s feelings had been hurt, said 
kindly: 

A Reflection on the People. 

“Don't mind my friend. He’s not ex- 
actly at himself. But really, this old de- 
pot is a nuisance. It is an injury to the 
entire state, for men with money who 
come here to invest are liable to form 
& very poor opinion of the thrift and 
progressiveness of your people. We have 
traveled a great deal and we have never 
Seen such a horrible old shed in all our 
journeyings. We have been in large 
cities and small towns, and such a [ook- 
ing contraption we have never. before 
laid eyes upon. It is not only é6ickening 
to look at. but the odors are nauseating. 
The gentlemah who was just speaking 
to you, and who had to rétreat. is worth 
several million dollars, and it is his in- 
tention to buy lands for planting fruit or- 
chards and vineyards. We are mixing 
business with pleasure. and will end our 
tour at a winter resort in Florida. I am 
afraid that Georgia has received a black 
eye on account of this old depot.”’ 

An engine was coupled to the special 
car and it was pulled from the side track 
into the depot, where it waited in the 
rear of a scuthern train until time for it 
to leave the city. The entire partv made 
a break for the inside of the car as if 
they had seen -a man coming with the 
Smallpox. The reporter. was invited in- 
side and the millionaire, representing a 
Boston syndicate, sat down at his table 
and wrote off a few lines which he hand- 
ed to The Constitution reporter, saying: 

An Address. to Georgians. 

“Take that as an address to the people 
of Georgia.”’ 

The paper, which is here reproduced in 
full, was as follows: 

“To the Patriotic People of Georgia and 
the Members of the Legislature: You 
want capital. You want enterprises.

A people 
who cannot get together, when the state 
already owns the zround,. and build a 
depot that would at least be respectable 
enough for a South African town. ought 
not to expect strangers to Be favorably 
impressed with your thrift and public 
spiritedness. I have been asked by a re- 
porter what I was doing in Atlanta and 
my answer is that just now I am trying 
my best to get away from the old Shack 
under which we have been forced to re- 
main at the risk of our lives. Respect- 
fully A VISITOR.’’ 

While he wrote a dozen trains outside 
were pushing and backing. with engines 
wheezing and belching forth volumes of 
black smoke that shook the fringes of 
cobwebs and chased the bats from their 
holes. People, men, women and little 
children, were dodging and jumping to 
Save life and limb. 

The conductor cried out “all aboard,’’ 
and the train with the handsome private 
coach pulled out. 

How many millions of dollars the old 
depot has damaged Georgia in that one 
little episode heaven only knows, 


FROM SWAMPS TO PRISON. 


Fugitive from Maryland Is Found 
in Mississippi After a Long 
Search. 

Two Maryland officers, Sheriff Eastman, 
of Anne, Arundel county, and a constable 


through Atlanta yesterday afternoon car- 
rying east a prisoner wanted in the 
Terrapin state. 

With chains holding his arms secure, 
George Wallace walked between the of- 
ficers striding the length of the depot 
for exercise. His limbs were cramped 
by the ride from the Coffee county jail 
to Atlanta. and the pacing along the depot 
floor restored the circulation of blood and 
gave him at least temporary relief. 

Five years ag@a safe in a store at Sum- 
mit, Md., was cracked and a few hundred 
dollars in money was secured.

Will Make Fourth the Largest Distric 
in the State. 


ELEVENTH TAKES BIG DROP 


Sub-Committee’s Plan Will Go Be- 
fore Joint Committee Probably 
on Monday Night—lIt Is 
Said Plan Will Likely 
Go Through. 


In spite of the fact that the sub-com- 
mittee on congressional reapportionment 
refused to give out the conclusions it 
reached at the meeting held at the Kim- 
ball house Thursday night, the plan de- 
cided upon and which will be presented 
to the joint committee probably on Mon- 
day was known and generally discussed 
by members of the legislature at the 
capitol yesterday. 

The plan as proposed by the sub-com- 
mittee by unanimous vote, as stated in 
The Constitution yesterday, involves the 
changing of only nine counties out of the 
137. These are the counties of Dodge, 
Emanuel, Laurens, Johnson, Lincoln, 
Berrien, Stewart, Webster and Douglas. 

Judging from the discussion heard 
among members of the house yesterday 
the plan, while satisfactory to many 
members, will meet with some opposi- 
tion from certain quarters. It is ex- 
pected there will be some opposition to 
any changes being made at all, while cer- 
tain members will oppose the transfer 
of counties belonging to their districts. 

Notwithstanding this, members of the 
sub-committee assert with a striking pos- 
itiveness that the plan whieh they have 
adopted unanimously will go through 
without material opposition. 

This plan brings the population of the 
districts closer together, but still leaves 
quite a disparity in some cases. It in- 
creases the population of the fourth as 
will be seen from the figures, from the 
next to the smallest to the largest dis- 
trict in the state, while it relegates the 
eleventh from its present position as the 
most populous district in the state to 
the next to the smallest, leaving the 
sixth the smallest district. 

Changes in the Districts. 

Following are the changes in the dis- 
tricts as they are proposed by the sub- 
committee, with present population. and 
the population which the change will 
give: 

First—Emanuel is taken out and noth- 
ing added. Present population 217,817; 
population of proposed district 196,538. 

Second—Berrien is taken out and noth- 
ing added. Present population 226,980; 
population of proposed district 207,540. 
* Third—Stewart and Webster are taken 
out and Laurens and Dodge are added. 
Present population 186.346; population of 
proposed district 208,755. 

Fourth—Stewart and Webster are add- 
ed and nothing taken out. Present popu- 
lation 185.986; population of proposed dis- 
trict 208,460, 

Fifth—Doug'ias is taken out and noth- 
ing added. Present population 211,257; 
population of proposed district 202,512. 

Sixth—No change ts made. Population 
193,852. 

Seventh—Douglas is added and nothing 
taken out. Present population 197,612; 
population of proposed district 206,357. 

Eighth—Linecoln is added and nothing 

taken out. Present population 191,026; 
population of proposed district 198,182. 

Ninth—No change is made. Population 
196,435. 

Tenth—Lincoln is taken out and John- 
son and Emanuel are added. Present 
population 181.39; population of proposed 
district 206,927. 

Eleventh—Johnson, Dodge and Laurens 
are taken out and Berrien is added. Pres- 
ent population 227,169; population of pro- 
posed district 195,307. 

To Be Submitted Monday. 

The senate and house members of the 
sub-committee will submit the foregoing 
rearrangement of the districts to their 
committees separately as provided in the 
resolution, after which a meeting of the 
joint committee will be held, probably 
on Monday night. If the joint committee 
Can agree at that time the reapportion- 
ment bill will no doubt be introduced in 
the house on Tuesday. 

The foregoing plan appears to be a very 
simple one, and those who are responsi- 
ble for it think it will promptly meet 
with favor. From statements made by 
some of the members yesterday, however, 
there is Hkely to be considerable debate 
before it is adopted. 

The members of the sub-committee by 
resolution authorized Chairman B. S&S. 
Milter to give out any statement concern- 
ing the plan decided upon he might see 
fit. but up to the present time he has 
refused to make any statement for pub- 
lication. 

The committee's plan, however, is here- 
with correctly presented; with the popu- 
lation of the present districts and of 
those proposed.

Cannot Compel Reilrogds..To Move 
Freight More Promptly. 


WANTS POWERS ENLARGEQ 


Railroad Commission Yesterday Af- 
ternoon Adopted an Important 
Rule Regulating Distribu- 
tion of Telegraph Poles 
and Material. 


The railroad commission held an im- 
portant meeting yesterday and disposed 
of considerable business. A number of 
complaints were considered in regard to 
the failure of the roads to move cotton 
and other freight promptly when offered 
for shipment. It appears that complaints 
of this kind have been reported from all 
over the state. 

The commission decided that under the 
present law it had no authority to give 
the public relief in such cases. The state- 
ment was made that the commission had, 
in its annual report, recommended the 
passage of a law enlarging its powers 
in this respect, and that it had, at the 
request of a member of the legisiature, 
drafted a suitable bill, calculated to give 
the needed remedy, but that the legisla- 
ture had not seen proper to pass the 
measure. 

On this subject a member of the com- 
mission said: 

“There is no doubt about the fact that 
the public interest demands that the com- 
mission be given the power to require 
freight to be promptly received and for- 
warded. Every day we get complaints of 
that kind, but we cannot give the com- 
plainants relief until the legislature gives 
us power to do so.” 

The board adopted a rule regulating 
the distribution of telegraph poles and 
other material between stations. This 
action is the result of the Postal Tele- 
graph Company's complaint against the 
Plant system for refusal to distribute 
material between stations for it, while, 
it was alleged, the company did so for the 
Western Union. 

Cheaper Rates Established. 

The rule adopted is to the effect that 
where a railroad company shall volun- 
tarily undertake to transport material for 
telegraph or telephone companies that 
all such freights shall be billed at cur- 
rent tariff rates from the point of ship- 
ment to the first regular station next 
beyond the last intermediate place where 
any of the material is to be unloaded. 
The consignor must furnish all the labor 
necessary to effect the distribution and 
for the extra service and hazard of stop- 
ping cars and engines: between stations, 
the railroad may charge $10 a car in addi- 
tion to the current tariff rates. No regu- 
lation of the commissfen shall require 
such distribution service to be performed 
except for telephone and telegra}§} com- 
panies duly chartered. 

The commission made an order, how- 
ever, providing that the rates would not 
be effective In this particular case against 
the Plant system until the litigation be- 
tween the telegraph and railroad com. 
panies over the right of way, is settled 
or disposed of by the courts. 

Recently the commission has been in- 
vestigating rates on overalls, cheap pants 
and other cotton garments made in Geor- 
gia and reached the conclusion that rates 
on them should be reduced. The commis- 
sion has ordered that instead of first- 
class, as heretofore, overalls will go at 
fifth class, or about half the present rate. 
A uniform rate of fifth class will here- 
after apply on cheap cotton garments of, 
this kind shipped from Georgia facto- 
ries. 

Rule 1 was applied to the Central rail- 
road by the following order: 

It appearing that the Chattanooga, Rome 
and Southern ratlroad and the Chattanooga 
and Durham railroad are now controlled and 
operated by the Central of Georgia Railway 
Company. it ig ordered that rule { of the 
rules governing the transportation of freight 
of this commission shall apply to said lines 
as constitutirg but one and the same rail- 
road. end that the freight and passenger 


tariffs thereof be acco-dingly adjusted on a 
continuous mileage basis. 


The effect of this will be to give lower 
through rates to the people along the line 
of the roads absorbed. The rate on fold- 
ing paper boxes was changed from second 
to sixth class, the same as paper bags. 
This was done to put the Georgia manu-

Senate Yesterday. Passed by 


Substitute Qne of the At- 
lanta Charter Bills, 


NOW UP TO RAILWAYS 
10 COME TO TERMS 


President Howell, in Supporting the 
Substitute and Explaining Why 
Action Was Delayed on 
Other Bill, Made Some 
Timely Remarks. 


The senate yesterday passed by substi- 
tute one of the two Atlanta charter bills 
which were recently passed by the house 
of representatives. 

The bill adopted yesterday as a substi- 
tute measure makes charter provision 
against any sale by the city of Atlanta 
of its water works plant, inhibiting it 
forever from making any Sale of any 
part of the water works equipment ex- 
cept of such articles as may be worn 
out or which it is necessary to dispose 
of for the purpose of substituting new 
and improved machinery. 

The substitute offered provides for a 
new alderman from the seventh ward. 

It also makes provision against the city 
council ever changing, extending or other- 
wise altering any time limit of any fran- 
chise granted except in a period within 
twelve months of the expiration of such 


franchises. 

Provision is also made for a recorder 
pro tem. The city council is authorized 
to control the location of sanitariums, 
boarding houses or other similar institu- 
tions in residence portions of the city, 
this last provision being in accordance 
with the action of council In the case of 
the Monnish sanatorium. ; 

A substitute. was passed unanimously 
leaving the other city taxation Dill in 
the hands of the committee. This bill 
provides for franchise taxation and also 
gives the city council unlimited authority 
in the matter of taxation on all business 
of whatever character. The bill as it 
passed the house has already been read 
for the second time in the senate and 
can be brought up for its final reading 
at any time. The bill which fs still in 
the hands of the committee also contains 
provision in reference to the election of 
all members of the departmental boards 
by wards. 

President Howell’s Remarks. 

In supporting the substitute offered by 
the committee and in explaining why ac- 
tion was not taken at the same time as 
regards the second charter bill which is 
now ih the senate ready for ite third 
reading, President Howell, the senator 


from this. district, said: 

“In asking that the senate agree to the 
substitute offered by the committee for 
one of the Atlanta bills, I wish to ex- 
plain that this substitute covers the feat- 
ures of both of the city bills that are 
unopposed, and to the passage of which 
there is general consent. t is necessary 
that action be taken now on this subsgti- 
tute, as it provides, among other things, 
for a new alderman from the seventh 
ward, who must be elected at the regu- 
‘ar city election which takes place at an 
early date. 

‘The other bill, still in the hands of the 
committee, relates to the question’ of lo- 
cal franchises and taxes, covering not 
~CAly public utility corporations, but all 
6ther business of whatsoever character. 
I do not hesitate to say that, in my opin- 
ion, the provisions of the bill as it now 
stands are unnecessarily drastic and ex- 
treme. They go much further than was 
ever intended by the Garrett-Pierce coun- 
cilmanic resolution, about which so much 
has been said, and which relate exclu- 
sively to public utilities, the object of 
that resolution being to obtain for the 
city reasonable compensation for the use 
of its streets by such corporations. I 
wish to state now and here that I am 
heartily in favor of the spirit and pur- 
pose of that resolution, and it is with the 
view of securing a satisfactory applica- 
tion of this very important principle that 
I am willing to consent to a temporary 
delay in the consideration of the bill now 
in the hands of the committee. 


Resolution Indorsed. 

“It is a fact well known to all that this 
resolution of the council was accepted as 
being in the nature of a condition prece- 
dent to the granting of certain valuable 
franchises permitting the use of streets 
being ght for street railway purposes. 
The resplution was indorsed and ap- 
proved by the attorneys of the company 
seeking these franchises, and was strong- 
iy urged by those who were directly in- 
terested in securing favorable action 
thereon. I supported to the best of my 
ability the contention that these fran- 
chises should be granted. I did so with 
the full and complete understanding that 
such a resolution met the approval of 
the applicants for the competitive grants. 
Those owning the company which secured 
these franchises are now in possession of 
ali the street railway lines in the city. 
This possession was acquired largely as 
the result of the fact that by obtaining 
franchises for competing lines the new 
company was enabled to become not only 
a formiddble competitor, but, as it 
proved, a conquering rival. 

“The right of consolidation of the two 
properties is now asked for. It seems to 
be desirable from many points of view. 
The -very franchise granted to the com- 
pany acquiring its former competitor 
provides that a tax of 5 per cent on gross 
receipts shall be levied in the event of 
consolidation. I am frank to say that I 
think so large a tax on gross receipts 
would be onerous at this time. I am of 
the opinion, however, that the city should 
get something definite for the use of its 
streets, and I look forward with consid- 
erable hope to something definite being 
accomplished in the way of an agreement 
that will give the city reasonable and 
just returns for the valuable rights 
granted by it. If such an agreement 
could be made in the near future it wouid 
harmonize the situation in a manner 


city. 
Must Come to Terms. 

“If nothing can be d@ue by mutual ef- 
fort, it will be the duty of the city. and it 
will be my duty as its representative in 
this body, to see to it, so far as it can 
be dene, that the city’s interests are pro- 
tected by the passage of a just and rea- 
sonable measure that will enable it to se- 
cure from those using its streets such 
returns as the city has a right to expect, 
and as the very occupant of the streets 
admitted was just and proper when such 
franchises were granted. 

“The city does not demand anything 
unreasonable or unjust, but it does de- 
Mand that the obligations assumed by the

INSURANCE NOTES. 


The number of bank robberies all over 
the country have caused a rush on the 
part of banks to secure themselves by 
means of burglary insurance.

AST night the patrol wagon hauled

END OF COUNTY DEFICIT 


Commissioners Will Be Able To 
Meet This Month’s Expenses, ~ 


CHAIRMAN ANDERSON. TALKS 


Says County Debt Will Be Paid By 
Last of January and Surplus 
Left in Treasury. 


— 


Captain Clifford E.; Anderson, chairmasg 
of the board of county commissioners, 
stated last night that the indications are 
that Fulton county will not Rave to bor- 
row money. to meet the expenses of the 
present month, as he believes a sufficient 
amount of taxes will have been received 
by that time for that purpose. This is an 
important statement, from the fact that 
it means that the deficit in tfe county 
treasury, with which the commissioners 
have had to deal since the first part of 
the summer, has been relieved. 


In answer to a question, Captain An-. 


derson also stated that the-cannty’s debt, 
resulting from the deficit, would be paid 
by. the last of January and that there will 
be a surplus in the treasury. _The county 
was forced to secure several large loans 
to meet current expenses, the last loan 
making a total debt of over $100,000. 

The tax books were opened by Tax Col- 
lector A. P. Stewart several weeks ago 
and up to the present time a large 
amount of taxes has been received. The 
books will remain open until December 
19 and the fush is not expected until the 
last week or two. . 

Tt is thought that the surplus in. the 
treasury, after the payment of t&e debt, 
will be. sufficient to run the county 
throughout next year.

HE Wright. dispensary bill. will. be 
T taken up by the house within the 
next day or twod- for ¢dn¢currence in 

the senate améndments. It will probably 
come up among the first business next 
week, and the belief is generally ex- 
pressed that all of the senate amend- 
ments will be coné¢urred in. None of 
these amendments materially changed 
the effect of the bill; unless it be that 
by Senator Ellis providing that nothing 
in the act should affect counties, with 
dispensaries already established under 
acts of the legislature, or counties where 
liquor selling is otherwise regulated by 
epecial act. Some members of the house 
are of the opinton that this: section is in- 
tended to prevent any election being held 
for a dispensary in any except the coun- 
ties that are dry now, while others do not 
think it will so affect the situation. This 
amendment may lead to some discussion 
when the matter comes up in the house. 
It only requires a majority of those 
voting to concur in a senate amendment, 
So no material difficulty is anticipated in 
disposing of the measure. As soon as 
the senate amendments. have been con- 
curred in the bill will be sent direct to 
the governor, -.and there is little doubt 
but what it will reéeive his signature. (

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CAN PASS IN ONE DAY. 

When his attention was called to the 
fact that members of the legislature had 
expressed fears that there would hardly 
be time to pass upon the proposed con- 
stitutional amendments, a prominent 
member of the Georgia judiciary remarked 
yesterday that such fears were not well 
fcunded, because a constitutional amend- 
ment can be disposed of by the legislature 
in one day. 

“A constitutional amendment does not 
come from the legislature in the shape 
of a bill or an act,”’ he said, “but as a 
rroposition from the legislature to the 
people. It should begin with ‘Be it pro- 
posed’ instead of ‘Be it enacted,’ and it 
is not necessary for the governor to sign 
it. Being a proposition from the legisla- 
ture to the people, made by a two-thirds 
vote.of that body, it is not necessary to 
read it three times on separate days in 


each house as is required in the case of | 


bills. When the proposition ‘s passed 
upon favorably by two-thirds ow; the 
members of the general assembly every 


legal requirement has boven complies with, 
and this may be dyne by po branches 
general assembly on the same 
day. All of the proposed amendments, 
Qtr so Many of them as are approved by 
two-thirds of the members of the legis- 
jature, can be put through, therefore, in 
One day, so there is no reason to fear 
at this stage on account of a lack of 
time.’’
